Generalist  Completion  Ceremony: 

Fifty  students  of  the  MGH  Institute  of  Health  Professions  nursing  class  of  2000  have 
completed  the  generalist  portion  of  the  curriculum  and  have  sat  for  the  board  exam  to 
become  registered  nurses.  The  completion  of  the  first  phase  of  their  graduate 
education  to  become  advanced  practice  nurses  was  celebrated  at  O’Keefe  Auditorium 
on  Saturday,  March  27.  They  will  graduate  with  the  Master’s  of  Science  in  Nursing 
degree  in  May  of  2000  and  will  be  able  to  become  certified  as  nurse  practitioners.

The  Massachusetts  Nurses  Association  Hall  of  Fame  is  an  enduring  tribute  to 
Massachusetts  nurses  whose  contributions  to  nursing  have  significantly  influenced  the 
profession  As  the  MNA  Hall  of  Fame  honors  these  nurses,  it  also  recognizes  how 
Massachusetts  nurses  have  shaped  the  profession  throughout  history.  Thus  the  MNA 
Hall  of  Fame  recognizes  the  accomplishments  of  predecessors  and  looks  forward  to 
the  achievements  still  to  come.

Pearls  from  the  Past. .... 

Frances  Badger  Stewart  ’61  wrote  in  with  a copy  of  one  of  the  Ann  Landers  columns. 
For  those  of  you  who  have  not  been  following  Ann  Landers  in  your  local  newspaper, 
she  had  a letter  about  nursing  that  stimulated  a great  many  responses.  The  initial 
series  from  nurses  complaining  about  how  hard  they  work,  the  terrible  pay,  and  the 
miserable  hours.  One  letter  however,  really  was  a pearl  from  the  past.  The  author 
“Student  of  History”  had  found  a manual  of  her  great-grandmother’s  from  1887  that 
really  spoke  to  nursing  when  it  was  a really  dirty  job. 

“In  addition  to  caring  for  50  patients,  each  nurse  was  expected  to  do  the  following; 

1 Daily  sweep  and  mop  the  floors  of  your  ward,  dust  the  patient’s  flirniture 
and  window  sills. 

2.  Maintain  an  even  temperature  in  your  ward  by  bringing  in  a scuttle  of  coal 
for  the  day’s  business. 

3 Light  is  important  to  observe  the  patient’s  condition.  Therefore,  each  day, 
fill  kerosene  lamps,  clean  chimneys,  and  trim  wicks.  Wash  windows  once 
a week 

4.  The  nurse’s  notes  are  important  in  aiding  the  physician’s  work.  Make  your 
pens  carefully;  you  may  whittle  nibs  to  your  individual  taste. 

5.  Each  nurse  on  day  duty  will  report  every  day  at  7 a m.  and  leave  at  8 p m 
except  on  the  Sabbath,  on  which  day  you  will  be  off  from  12  to  2 p m 
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6.  Graduate  nurses  in  good  standing  with  the  director  of  nurses  will  be  given 
an  evening  off  each  week  for  courting  purposes  or  two  evenings  a week  if 
you  go  regularly  to  church. 

7.  Each  nurse  should  lay  aside  from  each  pay  day  a goodly  sum  of  her  earning 
for  her  benefits  during  her  declining  years  so  that  she  will  not  become  a 
burden  to  her  family.  For  example,  if  you  earn  $30  a month,  you  should 
set  aside  $15. 

8.  Any  nurse  who  smokes,  uses  liquor  in  any  form,  gets  her  hair  done  at  a 
beauty  shop,  or  frequents  dance  halls  will  give  the  director  of  nurses  good 
reason  to  suspect  her  worth,  intentions,  and  integrity. 

9 The  nurse  who  performs  her  labors  and  serves  her  patients  and  doctors 
without  fault  for  five  years  will  be  given  an  increase  of  5 cents  a day, 
providing  there  are  no  hospital  debts  outstanding.” 

Ah  yes  those  really  were  the  ‘good  old  days’! 


We  also  received  a not  from  Barbara  Herlihy-Chevalier  with  a great  idea. 

“Our  MGH  tradition  is  such  a gift  to  all  of  us.  Tve  often  thought  at  Homecoming  how 
wonderful  it  would  be  if  we  could  ask  each  graduate  present  to  briefly  state  what  she 
has  done!  I bet  the  experiences  are  world-wide.”

1925 

In  a thank  you  note  from  Earlyne  Scott  for  the  Christmas  remembrance: 

“I  entered  MGH  in  September  of  1922  and  graduated  in  December  of  1925  I believe 
I was  in  the  educational  Department  from  September  1925  through  June  1927,  when  I 
went  to  summer  school  at  Teachers  college  I came  back  to  MGH  in  1928,  first  as  a 
supervisor  on  the  medical  wards,  then  back  to  teaching  the  spring  of  1929.  My  that  is 
a long  time  ago.  I was  at  the  Rhode  Island  Hospital  from  September  1929  to  February 
1932  and  then  married  for  50  years. 

I have  had  a few  contacts  with  doctors  and  hospitals  - not  always  happy  ones  Bust  so 
many  things  have  changed  in  my  95  years  and  one  must  adjust.” 


1933 

We  received  a newspaper  article  by  Grace  Steward.  It  was  about  her  work  in  Raleigh 
at  Abbotswood  retirement  community  with  the  Good  Bears  of  the  World  (GBW)  A 
group  that  raises  money  to  purchase  child-safe  Teddy  bears  to  be  presented  to  the  fire 
and  police  departments  as  well  as  rescue  squads.  The  bears  are  to  be  given  to  children 
in  traumatic  situations  and  to  elderly  people  in  need  of  comfort  and  solace  The 
organization  gives  Teddy  bears  in  time  of  trouble,  disaster,  or  whenever  the  need 
arises.  The  Teddy  bear  has  become  a symbol  of  security. 


1938

Obituary  and  Tribute:  Grace  L.  Nangle 

(compiled  from  the  materials  from  both  Salem  State  College  and  the  newspaper 
obituary). 

She  graduated  from  Marblehead  High  School  and  from  Wellesley  college  in  1942  with 
a bachelor’s  degree  in  journalism.  She  then  graduated  from  the  Cadet  Nurse  Corp  of 
the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  in  1945.  While  at  Mass 
General,  she  was  a staff  nurse  and  was  appointed  head  nurse.  She  was  pediatrics 
supervisor  and  director  of  the  School  of  Nursing  in  Beverly  Hospital  where  she 
worked  from  1950  to  1957.  She  earned  her  master’s  degree  from  Boston  College 
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From  1958  to  1969,  she  was  supervisor  for  Health  Occupations  Training  Division  of 
Vocational  Education,  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education. 

In  March  1970,  she  was  instrumental  in  founding  the  Salem  State  College  School  of 
Nursing.  She  used  her  already  well-established  regional  leadership  in  health  care  to 
create  a vibrant  and  accessible  programs  of  study  to  meet  the  North  Shore’s  need  for 
nursing  education.  As  Dean  of  the  program  she  guided  the  development  of  a 
curriculum  of  nursing  study  recognized  locally  and  nationally  for  its  excellence.  The 
National  League  for  Nursing,  following  its  initial  review  in  1976,  commended  the 
program  for  its  outstanding  quality  and  awarded  accreditation  with  the  maximum 
number  of  years  between  site  visits.  Many  faculty  members  recall  with  fondness  that 
first  accreditation  party  hosted  by  Miss  Nangle 

Following  her  retirement  from  the  College  in  the  early  1980s,  she  eagerly  pursued  her 
interests  in  gardening,  bridge,  and  the  Boston  symphony.  In  1985,  she  received  the 
Past  President  Award  from  the  Massachusetts  Nursing  Association.  She  was  also  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Corporators  of  Salem  Hospital.  Her  vision  and  leadership  left 
an  indelible  mark  on  the  Salem  State  College  School  of  Nursing.  Each  year  at  the 
School’s  Nursing  Recognition  Ceremony,  her  high  values  and  expectations  for 
excellence  are  commemorated  in  an  award  presented  in  her  name  to  two  outstanding 
graduates  of  the  undergraduate  program.  The  importance  that  she  attached  to  quality 
patient  care,  community  service,  and  an  appreciation  for  the  arts  formed  the 
foundation  upon  which  Salem  State  College  School  of  Nursing  continues  to  build
